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FOREWORD 





The total value of Mineral Production in the State of Missouri in 
1966 is estimated at 222.8 Million Dollars. Missouri had an increase 
in production in Coal, Copper, Granite, Iron and Silica Sand in the 
year 1966. 


Construction work at the seven new mines in Southeast Missouri 
is progressing about as scheduled. Production at the Fletcher Mine, 
owned by St. Joseph Lead Company in Reynolds County was started 
February 20. ‘Their production will be about 60,000 tons of Lead 
per year. Ozark Lead Company, Ellington, Missouri in Reynolds 
County will go into production late in 1967 or early 1968. Missouri 
Lead Company, Buick, Missouri in Iron County is scheduled to go 
into production in April of 1968. Cominco American Incorporated, 
Bixby, Missouri in Iron County is scheduled to go into production 
late in 1967 or 1968. Goose Creek Mine belonging to St. Joseph Lead 
Company, located in Washington County is scheduled to go into 
production in 1968. Bunker Hill Mine, Fredricktown, Missouri in 
Perry County is scheduled to go into production in the latter part 
of 1968. 


The above companies will be producing Lead, Zinc, some Copper 
and probably a small amount of Silver. When the above companies 
all go into production it will increase the above Minerals in the State 
of Missouri over 150 per cent. 


A new Smelter is being constructed at Bixby, Missouri to take 
care of Cominco American Incorporated ore and also Missouri Lead 
Company’s ore. A new Smelter is also being constructed at Glover, 
Missouri to take care of the ore of Ozark Lead Company. These two 
new Smelters are the first Jead Smelters to be constructed in the 
United States in over forty years. | 


Pilot Knob Pellet Company, Ironton, Missouri in Iron County 
will go into production late in 1967 or late 1968. Production is 
estimated at one million tons of Iron Pellets per year. When this 
company goes into production it will increase Iron production by 
almost fifty per cent. 


Coal production in Missouri showed an increase in production in 
1966 and should show a larger increase in 1967, as the new Thomas 
Hill Generating Plant started into production in December in 1966. 
They will install another new generator in 1967 and should use over 
one million tons of coal a year. Plans to construct a twenty-five 
million dollar generating plant in Jasper County by Empire District 
Electric Company are now completed and construction of this new 
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plant will start in 1967. ‘This new plant will have a capacity of 200,000 
Kilowatts. The coal bed is near the plant. Coal will be furnished by 
Midway Coal Mining Company. It will be delivered directly to the 
furnace by conveyor belts. This plant should use approximately 
750,000 tons of coal per year when they go into production. 

Granite (felsite) increased 400 per cent in 1966, this was due to 
the new Ruberoid Company at Annapolis. ‘This production should 
remain about the same. 

We see nothing in the Mineral Industry of this State but a bright 
future. We think that practically all Minerals will continue to 
increase and the impact on our economy will be terrific with the 
expansion of jobs their will be a great need for housing and all other 
commodities to be used in accommodating the demands of these new 
mining communities.

The year was 1904 and the Worlds Fair was in progress in St. Louis 
when some 75 miles west near the little town of Leasburg something 
new in the way of tourists attractions was opened for the first time in 
Missouri. This new attraction was Onondaga Cave, the first cave 
to be developed as a tourist attraction in the state. In later years 
more caves were opened until at the present time there are 26 state 
approved caves open to the public in Missouri attracting approximate- 
ly two million visitors annually as there is some one hundred and 
fifty commercialized caves in the fifty states, one-sixth of them are in 
Missouri making it the number one cave state. The second place state 
in the amount of commercially operated caves is Pennsylvania with 
eleven. Many of the caves in Missouri are noted for beautiful natural 
colors and massive onyx formations, cave enthusiasts rate them 
among the most beautiful in the nation. Many also have concrete 
walks, electric lights, and most feature guided tours. Thousands of 
school children from many states visit the caves each year as a part 
of their educational program. All of Missouri’s Caves are different 
in varying ways, some have special features such as the underground 
railroad in Marvel Cave near Branson—A natural underground 
auditorium in Fantastic Caverns near Springfield, said to be capable 
of accommodating ten thousand people—Discoveries, legend and 
rumor indicate that pre-historic man at one time used Stark Caverns 
near Eldon as a protective cover against raids of marauders and 
rigors of weather, and by the Indians of a later era.—A natural harp 
of Stalactites in Fairy Cave near Reed Springs produces beautiful 
musical tones when tapped.—The angels shower bath consisting of 
numerous crystal clear streams of water falling from a group of 
stalactites into a huge onyx bowl create an unforgettable scene in 
Ozark Caverns near Osage Beach, Mo.—Indian skeletons said to be 
sixteen hundred years old may be viewed in Indian Burial Cave also 
located near Osage Beach. On a tour through Meramec Caverns near 
Stanton visitors are conducted through the Jesse'James section of the 
cave said to have been the hideout of this famous outlaw and his band. 
This section of the cave could only be entered by a secret underwater 
entrance until a lake blocking the entrance was drained and walk-ways 
were constructed. The natural underground Bridal Chapel in Bridal 
Cave near Camdenton on the Lake of the Ozarks has been the scene 
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in recent years of more than 400 weddings. The legend that has passed 
down through the years credits the Indians with believing that 
couples married in the cave would be blessed with a happy and 
fruitful life. Visitors to Mark ‘Twain Cave near Hannibal are shown 
the sections of the cave where ‘Tom Sawyer and Becky Thatcher were 
lost in Samuel Clemmons’ famous book, ‘‘The Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer.’’—Jacobs Cave near Versailles features a beautiful crystal 
stream flowing through the cave reflecting in marvelous secondary 
detail the ceiling and walls in seemingly fathomless depth. 
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An act of the 63rd General Assembly authorized and directed the 
DIVISION OF MINE INSPECTION to inspect all Caves held open to the 
public and to require every Cave owner, operator or agent to provide 
necessary safety guard rails, bridges, ladders, entrances, platforms, 
walkways, safety barriers, rails, paths and other safety measures in 
and around any such Cave before it may be opened to the public and 
to file a complete and true plan map of such Cave with the DIVISION 
OF MINE INSPECTION. 

It shall be the duty of the Division oF MINE INSPECTION to 
inspect such Caves at least once a year. The annual inspection fee 
will be thirty-five dollars ($35.00).
